CHEROKEE MISSION. 
Extract from the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Missionaries at Brainerd, in the 
Cherokee Country. 
[Continued from page 162.] 

Sabbath, April 19.—The half-breed men 
tioned in ourjourval of the» 3th,was present 
for the first time on the Sabbath,as lie lives 
about 30 miles distant. He has been one 
of the public interpreters ; speaks his own 
language better than most of his people, 
and ours very well. Ile gave very solemn 
attention, and after sermon addressed his 
people in the Cherokce language, and ex- 
horted them to listen to the missionarics. 

20. A Cherokee woman, aged about 60, 
who has been a constant attendant on pub- 
lic worship with us for some time, though 
she does not speak our language, and under- 
stands but little of it when spoken, tarried | 
with us last night. This morning she ex» 
pressed an anxious desire to live and die 
with the people of God. She has for some 
time been very serious and attentive to 
preaching. We hope the Lord has opened 
ner heart to receive the truth in the love 
of it. 

22. Brother Williams with his wife, and 
sister Catharine, returned from their visit 
to father and mother Gambold’s. They 
bring the pleasing intelligence, that there 
is some increasing attention to the word at 
Spring place, and our brethen there are re- 
joicing in hope. 

23. Brother Butrick returned. He had 
an interesting visit with Mr. Hicks; was 
accompanied by him and some of his fam- 
ily to the place of worship on the Sabbath 
After sermon, the substance of what had 
been said was repeated by brother Hicks, 
in his own language, for the benefit of 
those, who did not understand English. Ail 
appeared attentive. Brother B. observed 
some attention among the black people at 
Spring-place. There are many of this class 
of people in bondage to the Cerokees, and 
they all speak English.. Their masters, 
so far as has come to our knowledge, are 
all willing to have them instructed, and 
generally very indulgent in giving them 
time to attend meeting. If the benefit of 
our mission could extend no further than 
to these depressed sons of Africa, we should 
have no cause to regret our being sent to 
labor in this field, or to apprebend that our 
patrons, who are centributing to the tcm- 
poral support of this mission, will, in eter- 
nity, think their money lost. 

30. Two missionaries, Messrs. William 
McFarland, and Nicholas Patterson, lately 
from the Theological Seminary at Prince- 
ton, being ona mission from the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian church, to 
St. Louis, and its neighborhood, turned out 
of their course to visit us iv this heathen 
iand. We soon recognized them as dear 
brethren and fellow laborers in the Gospel. 

Mayt. Our visiting brethren beiny 
with us forthe first time, and probably 
for the last in this life, we concluded to 
give information to our little flock, that the 
sacrament of the Lord’s supper would be 
administered the next Sabbath, and a lec- 
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2. The church convened according to 


appointment. Brother McFarland preach- 
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ed. In the afternoon brother Heyt’s daugh- 
ter Anna, and a black woman named Juno, 
were examined as candidates for admission 
to the communion. As all the church mem- 
hers had for some time past béen well sat- 
ished as tothe piety of Juno, and as she 
bad already passed one communion since 
she might have been admitted, had she 
been seasonably propounded, it was thought 
best that these candidatcs should be admit- 
ted to-morrow. 

Sabbath, 3. BrotherPatterson preached ; 
the two candidates were admiued. The 
Lord, as we trust, was graciously present, 
and we bad a joyful season around the t#- 
ble, which our covenant God spread for us 
in this wilderness. 
was «led for them ; and we looked 
with joyful anticipations to the days, ween 
this whole desert shall rejoice and blossom 
as the rose. 

Robin Martin, a free man of color, was 
examined and received to be propounded 
lor admission to the church. 

4. Our travelling brethren, though in 
haste to be on their journey, concluded te 
spend the day with us, that we might have 
opportunity to unitein the monthly con- 
cert. It isa great encouragement to mis- 
sionaries, to reflects that the whole host of 
israel is atone time wrestling with God 
lor his blessing on their feeble and unwor- 
thy Jabors. Surely a cause thus powerfully 
pleaded must ultimately prevail; for the 
God of truth and power has promised. 

A letter received this day from the Trea- 
surer, encourages us to expect his arrival 
very soon. We expect some profit from 
his visit, and the particular instructions 
which he may be able to give, from a pet- 
sonal acquaintance with the circumstances 
of this mission. 

5. The affectionate brethren, Patterson 
and McFarland, left us early to prosecvss 
their journey. Though our acquaintance 
with them was short, such was the union 
of sentiment and feeling, that it seemed an 
intimate friendship, and parting was hard. 
As they were about to leave us, the family 
avas collected, and both the brethren gave 
an affectionate farewell address to the chil- 
dren. United prayers were offered, and a 
parung bymn sung ; with weeping eyes we 
commended each other to Ged and the 
word of his grace, with the full and certain 
hope of meeting in the world ef spirits to 
part no more. 

** This glorious hope revives 
Our courage by the way, 

While each in expectation lives, 
And longs to see the day.”

Sabbath, 10. A black man and woman, 
who live about twenty miles from us, ex- 
pressed a desire to unite with the church, 
and were examined. So far as we could 
judge from present appearances, they gave 
hopeful evidences of piety ; but as we have 
not had opportunity to be particularly ac- 
quainted with their walk and conversation, 
since they date their hope of conversion, 
it was thought proper to consider them as 
candidates, but not to be admitted until we 
should have further opportunity to exam- 
ine them, and to enquire concerning their 
characters. 

14, Our spirits were refreshed by the 
arrival of our dear brcether Cornelius. His 
health is somewhat impaired by his long 
and fatiguing journey through the wiider- 
ness, and exposure to the scorching sun of 
noon and the chilling damps of night: bat 
we hope he will be restored by a few days 
of rest with us. He brought with hima fine 
looking Choctaw lad of about 15, to be tak- 
en to the Foreign Mission School in Con- 
necticut. 

15. The Governor of Tennessee cal ied, 
dined with us, and visited the school He 
expressed much satisfaction in the appc ar- 
ance and progress of the scholars. a high 
opinion of the utility of the institution, and 
the importance of establishing other on 
a similar plan in other places. Towards 
evening he went on to mect Commission- 
ers, who are a little below us runing the 
line between Tennessee and Georgia” [5 
is expected this line wili pass not far from 
the mission house. 

16. Having appoinied, by the will of 
Gad, a special communion, on aceoun: of 
our brethren being with us, a preparatory 
lecture was preached. 

Sabbath, 17. Brother Cornelius presch- 
ed.

Ever memorable to us will be 
the transactions and events of this, coy, 
Three of our fellow laborers, brother Kings 
bury and brother and sister Williams, ieft 
us with the expectation of laboring no more 
in this part of the vineyard.

The 
scene was rendered still more solemo and 
impressive by brothersEvartsandCornelius, 
with the threeCherokee lads&the Choctaw, 
leaving us at the same time. Though we 
could rejoice that the Lord has opened a 
door to extend our missionary labors among 
the 20,000 Choctaws, and our brethren and 
sisters were willing to engage in this ardu- 
ous enterprise, and Jabor in an uncultivat- 
ed field several hundred miles trom us; 
still our feelings were severely tried on 
parting with them ; perhaps not less so} 
than when we parted from our dear friends 
and relatives at the north. = 

‘The morning was spent in making the 
necessary preparations. About noon our 
numerous family was collected, prayers 
and praises offered, after which brother 
and sister Williams took an affectionate 
farewell of the children and departed. 
Most of the brethren and sisters accompa- 
nied them to the river, where a sumber of 
our Cherokee neighbors had ccllected, to 
testify their regard for those who had been 
teaching them what they now consider “the 
best things.” Their falling tears manifes- 
ted their grateful attachment to missiona- 
rics. Here again we had the satisfaction 
of pouring out our hearts in prayer toGod, 
and mingling our songs of praise,in the ex- 
pectation that our next meeting would be 
around the throne above.

EXECUTION OF HAMILTON,

About four or 
five years before my arrival, the church of 
the Holy Sepulchre was burat down: an 
accident, charged by some, to the Arnre- 
nians,who knew that none of the other sects 
had money enough to re-build it ; whilst 
they, having command of money, might 
make what terms they pleased, and obtain 
what portion of the holy places they chose ; 
‘and thus, from the visits of pilgrims, have 
good interest for their capital. The Latins 
and Greeks; were violent in their antipa- 
thy tothe Armenians ; in this they were 
united, but in ell other respects took equal 
advantage of their interest with the Turks; 
to repress each other’s influence. The 
church of the Armenians is said to stand 
on the place where St. James was behead- 
ed. When I visited it, the monks were at 
nrayers; their black cowls and fobes, and 
log silvery beards, had a most melan- 
choly aspect.

The 
emoluments atising from his office are 
so great, that he only remains a year,

The convents contribute largely to the 
support of these offices. Besides the sums 
advanced to the aga and mufli,the convents 
are obliged to make the Pacha of Damas- 
cus an annual present, on the arrival of his 
army, on its way to Mecca, The amount 
depends on his pleasure, and is announced 
on the first visit of ceremony paid by the 
treasurer, on his arrival. 

I was witness to the distress occasioned 
to the Latin convent, at the demand made 
by the Pacha’s representative, which it was 
totally unable to vatisfy. The poverty of 
this convent had been for some time pretty 
well known, or a demur in the payment 
would have caused the immediate impris- 
onment of the superior, and perhaps of the 
whole convent. 

Whilst the army from Damascus is here, 
each convent pays and fecds a guard of i2 
janissaries, to prevent the insults to which 
they would be subject from tlie other sol- 
‘diers. Even this does not ensure them pro- 
tection. The terrace of the Latin convent 
is overlooked by part of the ground where 
the army was encamped. The pricsts, at 
that time,dare not show themselves on their 
terrace, for fear of being fired at,which the 
soldiers seemed to do for their amusement. 
I happened personally to Know thé danger’ 
of exposing myself there,by the passing ofa 
musket ball verynearme,while I was sketch- 
ing a view from thence. I had fortunately 
nearly finished what I wished to. draw, and 
took an or of completing my work 
very early on the following morning. 

In the preceding pages, I have alluded 
to the circumstance of bringing every thing 
connected withthe crucifixion of ourSaviour 
under one roof,and particularly that of fix- 
ing the sepulchre close to the place of the 
crucifixion.
